POMCY. 


The Board of Directors of tha Or- 


phans' Home consist of the Superin- 
tendent of Palio Instruction, Surveyor 
General and State Treasurer. 
These 


gentlemen are assumed t o be men of 
intelligence and to have a due apprecia- 
tion of each and all of their daties. 
This assumption caused the Legislature, 
as far back as 1873, to make them the 
gnardiaua of the orphans of Nevada who 
are placed in the "Home," cot only 
generously but wisely provided by the 
State. This institution has alleviated 
much suffering and baa been the moans 
of making men and women out of waifs, 
whose influence for good has been, and 
•will be, paramount to the pittance paid 
to support them in the humane manner 
in which the institution has been run. 


To add to the attractive surroundings 


of these little ones, and to give them 
mental food, Senator Fair donated a 
library. The late Senator Sharon was 
not unmindful of their wants, and when 
be was disposing of his vast wealth re- 
membered the Nevada orphans and set 
aside the sum of five thousand dollars 
to aid iu their advancement. 


The ex-Board of Directors, consisting 


of Hon. C. S. Young, Gen. C. S. Preble 
and George Tnfly, after full considera- 
tion, appreciating the good rqsults of a 
practical mechanical 
education, dis- 


posed of this vast sum by erecting a 
mechanical department and fitting it up 
ia a way to affoul a practical rudi- 
mental mechanical education for the 
boys of the Home. No one who bus 
visited the institution am] witnessed 
the primary efforts made by the ernbry- 
olio mechanics would for a moment 
question the wisdom of the application 
of the bequest of Senator Sharon, nor 
could he or she fail to advocate this 
means ot education. Yet, the question- 
able wi-tcloin of the present Board has 
aaid this industrial department's doors 
mast be closed, without giving any sat- 
isfactory reason therefor. 
This depart- 


ment is as much n part of that institu- 
tion as the school room, of which it is 
an adjunct, or the Superintendent's 
office, or the Matron's or the supply de- 
partment. For the supporting and con- 
ducting of the State Orphans' Home, to 
be expended under the direction of the 
Board of Directors, twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars were appropriated by the 
last Legislature. That body expected a 
part of this appropriation to be exceed- 
ed in running the mechanical depart- 
ment of the Home. Because the Legis- 
lature authorized the expenditure of this 
sam to be under the direction of the 


Blalne in Scotland. 


LONDON, August 3.—Very little has 


been beard from Elaine since his leav- 
ing London for Scotland. He has been 
on several coaching trips with Andrew 
Carnegie, and he has been out of reach 
of reporters. Several of the reports 
sent out from Edinburgh have an- 
nounced, first, that Blaine -was breaking 
down in his health, and second, (that 
he was contemplating an early return to 
the United States to .head off Sherman 
on account of the latter's success in 
Ohio. A representative of the World 
found Blaine yesterday at Kilgraston at 
the biidge of Earn. Blaine was in 
splendid health and spirits. He was 
asked about the truth of the report con- 
cerning his catting short his visit. 
He said: "It is a stupid lie. I came 
here to remain until next year and 
have not changed my plans." He said 
generally that he came to Europe for 
recreation and rest. He wanted to be 
out of range of all possible misiepre- 
sentations of a political character, but 
people who were opposed to him could 
not ^evidently believe that oven in the 
wilds of Scotland be wns not studying 
every phase 
situation. 


ELECTBIC LIOHT.—Mr. J. L. Steven- 


son, manager of the electric light works 
at Beno, was in town yesterday and 
made a call at Qua office. While he did 
not come np here for the purpose of 
canvassing for an electric light system, 
yet he had some interviews with a num- 
ber of OUT leading citizens on the sub- 
ject and he feels assured that the lipht 
could be obtained here with but little 
cost. The principal cost of an electric 
light system is the power; here that 
item would be nominal. Mr. Steven- 
son thought that thirty lights could be 
obtained here, which would be sufficient 
to justify an investment. He will come 
op here again in a month or two and 
canvass the matter thoroughly.—Truclsee 
Bepublican.
